I have pleasure in submitting the Annual Report of 
the Medical Officer of Health on the work of the Public Health 
Department, for the year 1959. It has been prepared in 
accordance with the instructions of Ministry of Health circular 
1/60 dated 8th. January, 1960. 


In October 1959, Dre Jel’. McCourt resigned and I 
took over my duties on 1st. February 1960, accordingly it is 
only possible to comment on records available in the department. 
The population rose by 5,0 from last year's figure of 21,980. 
The natural increase ise. the excess of births over deaths was 
The The death, birth and infant mortality rates fell, indeed 
the infant mortality rate of 6.58 per 1,000 births is the 
lowest on record, but the stillbirth rate rose last year to 
34.292 deaths per 1,000 live and stillbirths. 


The case incidence of pulmonary tuberculosis rose 
to O65 per 1,000 population,

The total of 230 is 20 less than in 1958 and gives a Crude Death 
Rate for 1959 of 10.21 per 1,000 estimated population compared 


The Area Comparability Factor for deaths supplied by the Registrar 
General for Kerrier in 1959 is 0.99. Im general, death rates are 
higher among males than females at all ayes and also among the 
very young and very old. Therefore the death rates of an area will 
depend not only on the healthiness of its environment, but also 

on whether there are more men than women and whether there are 
many very young and very old people in the community. 


No comparison of local death rates with those of another area or 
with the country as a whole would be valid unless this sex and 
age element in the population was first eliminated and this is 
done by multiplying the Crude Death Rate by the Comparability 
Factor. The factor for Kerrier is 0.99 and being slightly less 
than one, indicates that the composition of the population in 
itself tends to produce a slightly high crude death rate. 


Thus, while the crude death rate for Kerrier in 1959 is 10.21, 
the adjusted rate for comparison with the country as a whole is 
10.14 i ;

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General Provision of Health Services 


This section covers both Kerrier Rural District and Helston Borough, 
as all services are shared alike between them, and certain services, 
such as Home Help are provided for both areas without distinction. 


Hospital services 


Patients may be treated at Camborne-Redruth General Hospital, The 
Royal Cornwall Infirmary, Truro, The Falmouth and District Hospital, 
The West Cornwall Hospital, Penzance or Helston Cottage Hospital, 
depending on the needs and residence of the patient. 


Tuberculosis inpatient treatment is centred at Tehidy Hospital, 
Camborne, and out-patient and contact clinics are held at Camborne, 
Falmouth and Penzance. 


The Geriatric Unit is centred at Barncoose Hospital, Redruth, with 
annexes at Meneage House, Helston and Budock House, Falmouth. 


Midwifery, Nursing and Health Visiting Services 


Home Nursing and midwifery are undertaken by the District/Nurse 
Midwives, who are also Health Visitors, with responsibility for the 
care of children up to school age.

The work in the districts has proceeded well. ‘In the more rural 
districts the nurse covers all duties, being general nurse, midwife, 
school nurse and health visitor. ‘She is a practical nurse and a 
social worker coping with the difficulties of a scattered population 
to the best of her ability, and regarding the responsibilities of 
Health Teacher as an important part of her work, 


In Helston district there are excellent attendances at the organised 
Welfare Clinics, Ante-Natal Educational Classes and now at the Parents 
Club started in 1957 and held in the Band Room, Various speakers are 
invited to talk on special subjects associated with the important 
business of Parenthood. The membership grows and the attendances 
justified the experiment. 


An Infant Welfare Clinic is held weekly (Wednesday afternoon) at 
Meneage Hospital, Helston, and is principally attended by mothers 
and children from the Borough itself although some parents attend 
from further aficld. 


Home Help Service 


The Service is administered by the W.V.S. from the offices of Kerrier 
Rural District Council, and covers most of the area except some parts 
near Falmouth, and in the North of the district nearer Camborne and 
Redruth, which are supplied with Home Helps from their respective 
nearest centrese 


Home Helps are mainly for maternity cases, general illness in the 
home, including Tuberculosis and for Aged & Infirm persons. 
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Dental Services 


These are provided by the County Council under the direction of 

a Chief Dental Officer. Each school is periodically visited, and 
when treatment is required, arrangements are made for attendance 
at Meneage House, Helston, where dental clinic sessions are held 
weekly. Treatment is also provided at the clinic for pre-school 
children and nursing mothers when referred by the appropriate 
Medical Officer.

Measles 


Measles continued to occur during the first half of the year - 128 
cases were notified, The epidemic commenced in June, 1958 and spread 
through the child population, 


Food Poisoning 


A late notification was received of food poisoning in a farm worker. 
At the time of the interview the patient could not remember food 
stuff eaten before the onset of symptoms, Salmonella Typhi-Murium 
Type I B was isolated from a faeces sample. Upset cleared rapidly 
on treatment with Chloramphenicol. 


IMMUNISATION & VACCINATION 


Vaccination against Poliomyelitis 
1959 saw a continuation of the scheme for immunisation against 
poliomyelitis which commenced in 1956 and which catered for all 


persons up to 25 years together with oe doctors and 
ambulance staff and their families.

Tuberculosis 


During 1959 there were 235 new cases of tuberculosis notified in 
Helston and Kerrier area, 20 pulmonary and 3 non=pulmonary. Five 
persons who suffered from tuberculosis died during the year. Three 
of these, tuberculosis was not the principal cause of death, 


e Distribution of New Cases & Mortality during 1959 
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During the year 26 persons were classed as recovered from tuberculosis 
and were removed from the Tuberculosis Register, 12 persons suffering 
from tuberculosis were transferred in from other areas and 10 left the 
district.

This in effect closes all 
the public wells in The Lizard Peninsula with the exception of those 
serving isolated hamlets not catered for in the mains schemes. 


A number. of areas mainly in the north of the District continue 
to depend upon public wells, chutes etc. These are regularly sampled 
pid Kept ina good state of general repair. As in pvrevious years 
where sampling has shown the watcr to be unsatisfactory, notices have 
becn displayed requesting users to boil the water before usc.

Caravans and chalets are now a familiar sight amongst the 
countryside and elong the coast of the District with many tents being 
“visible during the summer season. Control is through the Public Health 
Bet, 1936, and the Town and Country Planning Act, 197. Under the 
Public Health Act, 1936, the Council has the powers of making conditions, 
which must be fulfilled and maintained, for the licensing cf sites and 
individual caravans. 


if 


The Public Health Committee in April, 1958, discussed Standards for 
Caraven Sites,'The Cornwall Scheme’, with a view to obtaining good 
standards and control of sites, for creating uniformity by all Local 
Authority's throughout Cornwall. This Council started action by 
inviting the Town and Country Planning Officers to a Meeting at 'The 
Willows’ and thon sending a resolution to the Cornwall Branch of the 
Public Health Inspector's Association asking for the original ‘Cornwall 
Scheme' arrangements to be reviewed and improved. 


Since that time many joint Mectings have taken place between the 

Town and Country Planning Officers and the Sub-Committee of the Cornwall 
Branch of the Public Health Inspector's Association, tomcther with 
hearing observetions from various interestcd bodies (The Site Operators 
Association, Caravan Club, Camping Club end Fire Brigade). This has 
now resulted in the issue of a 50 pags report and new standards, with 
Buidanee for control and a method of attempting to get older sites 
improved so that the ‘Cornwall Scheme' Sign throughout the County will 
represent to everyone a fair and equable standard of accommodation. 


The ‘Cornwall Scheme! and the issue of a site sign end the entry 
on the List of Approved Sites in Cornwall started 10 years ago, its 
purpose was to obtain minimum standards for caravan sites which would 
be for the benefit of the Site owner and holiday maker. At the time 
most Local Authority's worked to their own various standards for sites 
included in the ‘Cornwall Schcme' of approved sites. 


Having regard to the vast increese cf caravan sites in Cornwall 
(from 149 in 1954 to 270 in 1958, and a National inerease of caravans 
from 3,000 in 1938 to 180,000 in 1958) and in light of experience 
gained during this period, the joint Sub-Committee that has dealt with 
the preparing of this report has covered much ground and set a 
reasonable standard. It is suggested that sites that are somewhat 
below the ‘Cornwall Scheme’ standard should be given 2 ycoars to improve 
their amenitics or loose their approval in the ‘Cornwall Scheme'. 


During the course of creating these new standards, the Government 
appointed an Investigating Committec, lead by Sir Arton Wilson, into 
permanent sites; a great deal of evidence was submitted to his 
Committee and it is hoped that shortly the long overdue legislation 
Will come about to set the standards and control of caravan sites on a 
proper national footing. 


The general conditions of the new standards deal with such matters 
ass= 


(a) Layout and arrangement of Sites. 
(b) Construction and maintenance of buildings and caravans. 


(c) Sanitary accommodation; provision of water closets according to 
the number of caravans on the site; screening and markine of 
'Ladics' and 'Gents' toilets, 

(ad) Drainage and sewage disposal for water closets and waste water; 
various systems for ‘Residential Sites' and 'Holiday Sites'. 

(e) Water supply; purity and adequacy; storage and number of 
standpipes needed. 


(f) Disposal of refuse; number of dustbins to be provided and 
arrangements for collcction and disposal.
